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INTRODUCTION. 



It is much to be denred that a plan of instrac-* 
tion were generally adopted, which would arrest 
the attention of children, and lead them to 
reflect; which would bring into action the 
united powers of heart and mind, and aid them 
in attabing the end of th^ir being. 

Such is the object of a christian education. 
To assist, in some small degree, those who are 
interested in the important work of institiction, 
is the derign of the following pages. 

It has occurred to us that it might be useful 
to take Wardsy examine them, and pursue the 
train of thought which they suggest. We are 
apt to forget that it is wrong to present a 
number of ideas to a child, without at the same 
time helping it to receive them. 

A single word will often furnish ample sub* 
ject for reflection and improvement. Words 
are signs for things, and the sign may be im- 
pressed upon the memory, while the mind 
receives a false, partial, or, at best, an unfruitful 
idea of the thing signified. If an erroneous 
view be taken of a subject, our ccmclustons

will be fake; if a partial view be taken, pre- 
judice will be the jcesulJk. The things signified 
by words may have several bearings, may be 
viewed under different aspects, and lead to con- 
clusions distinct from each other, but forming 
parts of a harmonious whole. Language is a 
ntantfestaiUm : it Should be a nmrnfestaticm 
cither of TVttrt, or of ideas of Truth. Tf utfi 
^self resides in comparatively few hirarte; 
triiere rt does reside, 'Language will be a mani? 
festatioA of TVuth. The pure fonn of truth u 
sullied in passing through a medium in mnsk;

upon, a natural ot artifidal object^ as an a^oni, 
a cup, &c. : the thing itsdf sh^d^ if possible, 
be presented. A picture is the next best thing. 
It should be shewn to all the cluldren before 
any question be asked. If the obje<$ itself be 
before them, they should be told^ one after 
another, to examine it. 

The following lessons are intended as Hints 
for Teachers. The children should, as far 
as possible, themselves supply the answers. 
The object of instruction is not only to ocl 
upon the mind and heart, but to leeui them to 
act. A short observation, an admonition, or 
practical application, in connection with the 
questions, may, however, be useful. 

Texts of Scripture, or sentences containing 
an important truth, may also be taken for sub- 
jects of instruction. Scripture characters may 
occasionally be considered. 

Of the following lessons, some may be 
lengthened, others abridged, several may be 
divided into two or three, according to circum- 
stances. Monotony in the manner of giving 
the lesson, should be avoided, and a degree 
of animation and variety introduced. A 
child may be asked a question, and required to 
give a slow and distinct answer, first being 
allowed time to reflect ; then the answer, if it 
.be correct, or corrected by the Teacher, may be 
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niTRODocrioif. o 

repealed by the whole class at the same time, 
and if the truth be important, three or four 
times over* The Teacher then proceeds to the 
next child, asking a further question, which is 
to be answered and repeated in like manner* 
The repetitipn of the answers may at times be 
ondtted, but it is generally useful as a means of 
enUvening the lesson, of impressing each single 
truih upon the minds of the children, and of 
making the whole class partake in the instruc- 
tion given to each child. The Teacher is sup- 
posed to introduce a fertber variety, by fre- 
quently enforcing or illustrating what has been 
said; he may often call their attention by 
l|ptil« If he perceivfi 

iny 'particular impresdon to have been pror 
duced, he should take advantage of the mo- 
ment, and make some practical application 
which may strike home to the hearts of the 
children. Those who have observed the nature 
of the human heart, must be aware of the im- 
portance of not passing the point of feeling 
when.it has been excited : at such a moment 
the Teacher may conclude the lesson, and 
resume the subject at another opportunity.*

Let it be remembered that the Holy Spirit 
chiefly influences the heart. Through the 
heart he enlightens the mind : and; though we 
have been speaking of cultivating, the Under- 
standing, we would in the strongest manner 
recommend an united attention to the heart, 
passions, and affections. It has been re- 
marked that there never was a child who did 
not love to read in the Revelations. Does 
the child then comprehend aQ it read?,— or 
may the glory and excellence of the Bubjects 
be felt in indefinite admiration and pleasure.it 
The mercies of Redemption are above aU cal- 
culated to afifect the heart. That love of Christ 
which passeth knowledge is revealed to the 
soul by a life-giving conimunication and energy 
little understood, but absorbing its deepest 
powers* The commencement of this effect 
frequently appears in the operation of the 
Divine Spirit upon the heart, by means of in- 
struction which would otherwise have been 
inefficient. — What a holy inexpressible power 
will sometimes pervade the pious soul when 
contemplating the words and actions of Jesus, 

an obIj uaefttl so far as they lead to the pursuit oC the things 
themselyes. Such subjects in their inward nature will indeed 
transcend our natural fiKuUies ; and, in general, it is the 
tmert idea we can form, that they do transcend them. Uiippy 
wiU it be, if this conviction lead us to seek Truth in its 
jredt eternal sratvr.

reeorded by the Evangelists I How truly lu« 
they ^rit and life to the. inwardly poor and 
bumble, who embrace them with the faith of 
the heart. It will ever be found that the more 
our hearts accord with the spirit of the Scrip* 
tures, the more we shaU receive of the super- 
natural influence imparted through them— that 
influence which breathes in the hidden life of 
the Son of God. — One means of coming to this 
state, is a serious examination of the| sacred 
volume, according to the opportunitWs we 
enjoy. By patient continuance in this exer- , 
cise, we shall be brought into nearer acquaint- 
ance with the divine Inspirer. By waiting 
at the gates of Wisdom, we shall nxeet with 
Him who opens them to everlasting life«*^ 



* Shoald these pages faU into the baads of those who 
bare no direct Tiew to the iustniction of others^ we would 
gladly induce them to pursue for ihenuehoei an object which 
is of unirersal importance. They may form a habit of prt- 
wOUdy etumining the Scriptures. Private reading may be 
improved to peculiar advantage. Let them reflect upon the 
truth of an important word or sentence, and seek to have it 
applied to their own hearts. Having recollected themselves, 
as in the presence of God, let them endeavour, to realise the 
subject, above all, to realise the Saviour^ who is « Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the end."— -Let them attentively 
listen to the itiU tmall voice, and eml»ace the sj^irit of the 
Scriptures, in the- simplicity of faith, with earnest prayer.

The ApOBtle s{>eiik8 to the praise of Timo- 
thy, that from a child he had known tie 
Hobf Scriptures; and lA childrra should be 
led to an eaily acquaintance with them. They 
abound with subjects for the cx>nirer8ationa 
and exeiciset we recommend. Every kind 
of Instruction should uhimaiely refer to the 
grand truths contained in them. The Bible 
Is the Book of God; a manifestation of His 
Mind to man ; it embraces the remotest springs 
of knowledge ;^iU origin is Truth itself; ite 
end is the blessing of the whole creation. It 
discovers to us the Remedy of Evil duriiig 
Time, and the immaisity of blessedness in 
Eternity. It contains inexhaustible treasures : 
above all^ it unveUs to us Infinite Love in the 
process of our Redemption, and our restoration 
to the Divine unidn.— The Holy Spirit has 
dictated the Scripture £rom the depths of the 
Wisdom of God. Unlike every other book, 
It contfuns not one signification only, that of 
the letter, but farther senses, like the different 
strata of the ground, the precious ore of the 
mine, lie deeply deposited. Tiie Holy Spirit 
can unfold these senses* according to our state. 
To those who humbly seek His influence, to 
the simple and the child-like. He imparts their 
hidden life, the treasures of the Eternal Word. 
—In endeavouring to instruct from the Bible, 
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iNnoi^imnoir. ll 

after hamg (gxpfadned the outwai d sensey we 
.may seek to follovr tbe mind of itti Insplreir, 
to penetrate into its spiritual meaning. In the 
endeavour, however imperfect, the Tencher will 
find his oum understanding enHghtened i and, 
as he more fully experiences in himself, he 
will better promote in others, the reifies of 
the heavenly kingdom. 

We observed that there are few avenues 
through which abstraot knowledge can be 
impatfted to the minds of very young persons, 
but theb hearts are peculiariy su8cq>tible of 
holy and heavenly impressions. In several 
Inspects, both their hearts and minds are pre* 
pared tp receive divine instruction. Their 
minds are limiied, but they ^e unsopfdsticatedy 
and free from those worldly mmkinatiems^ 
whidi too often present the most formidable 
bamer to the entrance of the Divine Spirit. It 
IS to bahes that spiritudi things are revealed, 
and it is a memorable saying of our Lordr^ 
'* except ye be converted and become as little 
children, ye shall not enter into the Kingdom 
of Heaven.'* 

It may be remarked that diough man can 
of himself impart no heavenly truth, yet it 
is very important that the sphrit cyf one who 
holds the office of Instructor should be in 
unison with the IXvine Spirit. There is a

aesi9e in which behig himself turned to the 
blessed source cff Truth and Life, and haying 
freely received at this fountain of the fulness 
of grai:e, be may freely give — ^give, not TVutli 
itselfi but of its Unction. 

In connection with what has. been said of 
the importance of cultiTating the hearts of 
children, we entreat the Instructor to endea- 
vour that his own conduct and examfJe tnay, 
as far as possible, verify and substantiate his 
instruction. Let him be ever seeking to in* 
fluence the heart by a spirit of kiddness well 
regulated, by meekness, by forbearance, by 
love. Let him. seek to insinuate instruction 
into the. minds and hearts of his pupils, not 
force it \ let him. endeavour to trace their 
motives of action, follow their little trains of 
thought, encourage tjie movements of right 
feeling. Without losing any degree of autho- 
rity, he .should be pajlicularly careful not to 
repress their kindly affections, by harshness of 
manner ; let him draw forth the affections of 
the children, encpurage them to be open and 
sincere, ^ make them feel that he is their friend^ 
that he has their good at heart, and is always 
seeking to promote it. — Let him remember 
that in dealing with children he must be pecu- 
liarly careful to act by grace^ not by nature — 
he should look upon' them as immortal beings.

Saviour's most tender regard. Let 'him strive 
agi^st ,the temptations which may arise to 
M^py and unhallowed passions, let him seek

It is delightful to see how children will not 
only respect but love their Instructor, where 
such a course of conduct is pursued ; the best 
energies of their minds and the most kindly 
affections of their hearts will be called forth 
towards himself and their associates, by the 
influence of his presence and encouragement.— 
He may thus find in the society and instruc- 
tion of his children, a foretaste of the purest 
pleatsure. — Let us not be understood to deny 
that children are corrupt beings; those who 
have intercourse with them, will find daily 
proofs of this awful truth; but let us hum- 
bly endeavour to be workers together with 
God, against their corruption ; let us seek to 
draw them on towards heaven, by acting, 
upon them through a heavenly medium — 
through the iofluence of tempers and affections 
imparted by the Spirit of God. 

Let us suffer the little children of Christ to 
come unto Him ! Let us, to the utmost of 
our ability, help them to seek Him I Our 
tender Redeemer will be well pleased with 
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liAs labor of love. He will gtabicmsly 
strengthen ua in the fttlfilmedt of it. He will 
accept it^ a» done unto Himielf, (Mutt, 
xvili. &; XXV. 40;) He will even abon^SEndy 
ttvmrd itf (ohnp. x.

OBSERVATIONS FOR THE INSTRUCTOR. . 

To avoid too great prolixity, we liave* sup- 
posed more knowledge iiv' the diildr^n^ tlian 
tliey will in. general possess. The mm^ihst 
trutiis should at first be cammumcatedianA 
dwelt upon. Such lessons as tbose now offered, 
should not be given till the Cfaildren have been 
thoroughly instructed in the Jhst simptepriMci" 
pies, ei Belig^n : . f/mr^ instance ^' Jesus' CIiMst 
died upon the cross" — is a simple truth ;— the 
child is. supposed, to have been instructed in 
this truth, and to have had it repeatedly ims* 
pressed upon its mind. . The reason of. the 
death of Christ is another truth, which idioold 
he communicated' and dwelt upon singly, and 
.at different intervals. For a long time previous 
to more complicated lessons, the teacher shotddl 
have been in the.habitt of writing upon the 
board simple affirmations,, and of cofiTeri^ng 
ppon them with the object of fixing the one 
particular trutli before him upon the minds of 
f he children. 

The foregoing and following lessons, involve 
^any simple truths. 

\t is supposed that when the children are tst 
a loss for an answer, the Teacher leads them 
to give it, by putting his question in a differept 
fprm ; that he aids the mind of the child, and 
brings the object before it by indirect means, 
according to its capacity, and the particular 
gircuQistances of the momenta He shoqj^ 
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seldom furoiah the answer, hut ratber tiiao da 
tbb, pursue acircuitousicourae* . If the l^adter,' 
forinstftuH^e, wishes to ccinmee tiie ehHd of the 
fidien state of the soul, he may aak^-^Williaii^ 
whyare you' ever naughty ? Perhaps the'chiU 
may«siiy, ^^ I do not know/'— rAre' you happy. 
when you are naughty ?— Are you happy, when 
you are good ? — ^Do you like to be haiiqpy !^^Ji 
tbeo you like to be happy^ mid are happy wImmr 
you are good^ why are you not always good$ 
The child may perhaps say— '^ it is &i^ to be 
good."

On the back of the wood, if not of sufficient 
depth to admit of a second carving, ptunt 
the corresponding small letter. 

Learning the Alphabet may be rendered 
more agreeable to little children, by teaching 
them short sentences like the following. We 
have heard them repeat in concert, ^* Heaven 
is a Holy place,** &c. : with evident delight — ^it 
appeared that their hearts and minds were 
drawn into an exercise of pleasure.— The 
Teacher is supposed to exert an influence on 
the heart by his affectionate manner.

Difbreni wonders of the hvuas body might 
occasionatfy be taken for the subfeds of lessons 
^^the^ tiifadkery for instance, might write upon 
Ue board ^' the beating cf the hearV'-^he might 
tell the children, that the heart in a state of 
iedUh beats at least 60 Hmes in a minute, (at 
each pulsation throwing out blood, which is 
communicated to every part of thebody) : he 
^ight lead the more advanced to calculate how 
fna$iy times in an hour,Sfc* If we proceed to 
cakulate the number of times the heart beats in 
if ddy, jyf a month, in a year, in a whole^ lifi, 
and consider the regular supply of force neces^ 
sary to Reserve its action during each success 
eive moment, we shall Jlnd abundant eau^e for 
admiration and gratitude: and from these 
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considerations we mmf rise to God, who is the 
POWBR of the hearty and o/alt life. 

At another time, the Instructor might write 
the word *' Breathing" and attempt to explain 
something of this wonderful action of the body, 
by which a9iimal life is preserved. He might 
also take the powers of the mind in the same 
nnmner; fc/r instafice, PBRGBPTiON^/Ae m^fn- 
ner in t^hich the mind perceives through the 
five senses, which are its media of communicor 
tion with the outward world.

He may 
explain that the more we attend to the dictates 
of our conscience, the more it will be preserved 
in a tender and impressible state. — He may ask 
such questions as the following.]

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are too often in direct contrariety with the as- 
sociatioDB and atmosphere of Heaven.] 

Though you cannot always be actually thinking 
of Eternity, the prospect of Eternity should in- 
fluence your daily actions, your heart should be 
ever turned toward Heaven.

Men, but especially of His redeemed creatures 
by Jesus Christ. The redeemed are now 
made mendl)ers of the family of heaven. (Bom. 
viii. 14 ; Gal. iv. 6.) May you, my children. 
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know what it is to belong to the heavenly 
family! 

And is not each of God's creatures the sub* 
ject of His care and providence ? 

Yes : God, who upholds the innumerable 
worlds of living creatures, takes as much care 
of every one, as if there were but that one in 
existence. 

Should you not rejoice, that while He takes 
such care of yoa, so many other creatures ex- 
perience His mercy and love ? 

Ought you to pray for all the souls which 
God has made ? 

'And if our Father loves them^ should* not 
you love them ? • 

You have been taught daily to repeat the 
Lord's Prayeif. When you say ** Our Father^' 
pause an instant. Think of what you say. 

It is 
not prayer to repeat words only, but you should 
really desire for yourself and others what is 
fheant by the words.

down His life for the sheep* As long as you 
continue impenitent, you remain at a distance 
from Heaven and your Father-— there is nothing 
upon earth that can afford you any lasting peace 
-—all earthly pleasures are as unsatisfying as 
husks — when you come to a right mind, you 
will be miserable without the presence of God. 
The longer you delay to return to Him the 
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imrcfer it will become. — ^Now He invites you to 
return. You cannot doubt His love. He will 
hasten to meet you as the father in the parable. 
He will not reproach you. The. angels will re- 
joice, the gates of Paradise will be opened, the 
Lamb of God will intercede for you — you shall 
be admitted to the family of Heaven. Retire 
to your chamber^ and say from your heart, /* I 
will arise, and go to my Father.*' Often pray 
to Him, and say, Father ^ I have sinned against 
Heaven, and before Thee^ and am no vwre 
worthy to be called thy child. Make me one 
of Thy redeemed servants, through Jesus Christ. 
Amen.

^rPPOSED TO TAKE PLACE AFTER THE DEATH OF AM 
INFANT BROTHER OR SISTER. . 



It may be supposed unnatural that the child 
should be totally ighorant that the elFecta he 
sees are produced by death, or that the mother 
should be capable, after such a bereavement, as 
the death of a child, to hold a conver9ation like 
the following : — We are supposing a young 
child, instructed in the truths of Religion, but 
who has never witnessed the solemn change 
produced by the separation of the clay, from 
the animating spirit. — We may also suppose that 
the mother purposely conceals at first the cau^ 
of the change which has taken place. — We sup- 
pose a mother, who, though possessing the 
tenderest natural feelings of maternal love, is 
so strongly convinced that the predominant de- 
sire of a parent should be that her children may 
land safely and happily in Heaven — a mother 
who so practically commits her children, in 
body, soul, and spirit, to Jesus Christ — that 
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after the first tears of anguish are shed ad 
the present separation — she can realize the 
truths she believes — and while nature weeps^ 
can rejoice in spirit that her darUng is safe 
and blessed with God — ^that he no longer needs 
her care, but is drinking largely at the fountun 
of bliss. As the trial of separation between 
parent and child, is one of those which are 
constantly occurring, and one which calls for 
peculiar and tender sympathy — we trust it may 
not be lost time to dwell upon the ' only 
source of comfort to the bereaved parent ; and 
to suggest that such occasions are the most 
favourable for making deep impressions on the 
surviving children, — A heavenly-minded Mo- 
ther, will feel comforted under the loss of one 
beloved child, while she is seeking that the 
affliction may be blessed to the rest*

little brother? he looks so pale, and feels 
quite cold : why do you cry, JSlama? 

Mother. — My dear child, let us first kneel 
down and pray to God, and then I will talk 

to you more about your brother.-^ ^Now

CAiYrf.—How is lie gone to Heaven? — Isee 
him lying on the bed — 1 do not understand you,^ 
Mama, but I think something is the matter-—

Child.— He looks very pale, and his eyes 
are shut, and he does not move, or speak, or 
smile, and I think he looks sad.-^You are 
crying again-^he seems as if he were asleep, 
only he used to look fresh and rosy when he 
was asleep, and I never hear him breathe — when 
will ^he wake ?

No: he cannot move-^if you 
speak will he speak again? Now put your 
hand upon his little heart — does it beat? No: 
it no longer beats. You said he was cold--*he 
is cold because the blood no more flows from 
his heart, through his little veins — he is pale, 
because there is no enlivening warmth, which 
used to flush his cheek.-r-And his little limbs 
do not move, because he has no power to move, 
them. Neither does he breathe any more as 
you do-r-his lungs are quite : still. He has* 
no more voice, you do not hear him cry, 
or try to speak. You were quite right, my 
child, when you said there was a c/iange in 
him. ^

Have I not often told you Jesus Christ would 
take little children to heaven ? Let us think of 
the difference of his qtate in heaven. You said 
that hid lips were pale, that he speaks no OKMre, 
that he hears no more, that he can feel no more. 
Tliis is the state of his body-^^nt now he hieis 
other eyes, other ears, other feelings than he 
had on earth. In that happy world he cannoi 
die, he has an endless life— Theodore breathed 
the air of paradise — ^his lips utter the praises 
of God — ^his ears hear the hymns of jbyliil 
spirits— his eyed see Jesus, who loves the litde 
children, and his heart is every moment filled 
with .the love of Jesus.

and as yet knew not her Saviour, or at least but 
very imperfectly — We know that He is the re- 
surrection and the life — that becatise he lives, 
we shail live also — that the bodies of those 
who die in the Lord, are like seeds put into the 
earth, to spring up in beauty and immortality.—- 
The widow was perhaps nearly overwhelmed 
by her loss. — Blessed be God ! we have conso- 
lation under the severest trials.-— ^SAe needed 
sight ;^ we have abundant grounds to walk by 
faith.'^She knew not, or knew but by faint 
glimpses, the immense blessedness of^a soul 
departed to be with God — We more fully know 
it, consequently we should not even unsh your 
little brother back agsdn.— Now, dear child, I 
am pleased you notice what you read, and love 
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to talk with you about it — ^let me see if yoa 
remember what I have told you of the dif- 
ference between our case, and that of the 
Widow of Nain. 

At another time, the 11th chapter of St. 
John might be read, — ^and the mother lead her 
children to anticipate the period when the body 
shall be re-united to the soul. She may explain 
that the change we call Death passes upon the 
body in consequence of Sin — but that Jesus 
Christ has, to the believer, taken away the 
sting of death — that this body, subject to sick- 
ness and decay, must indeed be committed to 
the grave, but that by the power of Him who is 
** the resurrection and the life/' the believer 
shall have a body bright with glory and im- 
mortality — that this renewed 1)ody shall be a fit 
companion of the soul in eternity, no longer a 
clog or hindrance as in the earthly state. She may 
refer to the appearance of our blessed Saviour 
at the transfiguration, which affords a glimpse 
of the glorified body of the resurrection. Above 
all, let her seek to lead the children to behold 
Jesus Christ; Jesus, who has the keys of 
death and of hell, (the unseen world) ; the Lord 
and Giver — ^the Restorer of it/e—— Jesus, the 
Author of complete redemption, the source of 
eternal blessedness. 
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SHORT MEMOIR 

or THE 

EARLY YEARS OF PROFESSOR J., 

A UOe cdOraUd wd jntmt JoreUgn WrUer. 



SiNcifi the commencemeDt of this little work^ 
in reading the life of an eminent foreign writer^ 
we have met with so striking a testimony to the 
effect of early impressions upon the mind, that 
we cannot forbear introducing it. The whole 
life of Dr. Henry J. was influenced in a remarkr 
able manner by the habits and associatiopa of 
his childhood: under the divine blessing bs 
imbibed religion from his father almost as he 
received his daily food. The father had lost 
a pious wife in the prime of her age, before 
their only son was two years old. The afflic- 
tion was deep and lasting; deprived of earthly 
comfort, the soul of W. J. continually aspired 
towards Heaven. He retired from all worldly 
intercourse, and paid unremitting attention to 
the education of his child. He earned his 
bread by a humble employment within doom* 
At four o'clock he rose, and pursued his occu- 
pation till seven; at this hour he woke littie 
Henry, and while he dressed him, used to speak 
to him of the goodness of God; who had sent 
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his angels to watch over him in the night- 
adding, thank him for his mercies^ my child. 
Alter this, housed to lock the door, kneel down 
and pray with his boy, the tears often flowing 
down his cheeks. He then proceeded to in- 
stntct him,. and the manner of spending the day 
corresponded with that in which it was .begun. 
Henry was early made acquainted with his 
BiUe^ and was seldom from under the eye of 
his father, who most sedulously guarded him 
ftom those connections which are too apt to 
contaminate the youthful mind. 

In speaking of his early years, and their 
effect upon his subsequent life. Dr. J. says-^ 
'^My heart and mind received few other ob- 
jects of sight, hearing, and conception, than 
those connected with religion. I read histories 
and lives of men and women who were pious, 
holy, and great in the kingdom of God:— to 
this was added the constant and diligent red- 
ing of the Holy Scriptures. In a word, almost 
the only objects presented to me, were Religion 
. -^Christianity — ^those holy men who lived and 
labored for God and His kingdom, and some of 
whom laid down their lives in devotedness to Him. 
— Now it is known that the early impression upon 
the infant soul, which is peculiarly susceptible, 
especially when that impression is single, strong, 
and continued for years, is engraven with a 
* depth which can never be e£Faced. This was 
my case — and the tamest desire, with the whple 
strength and activity of my powers, to labour 
for Jesus Christy His religion, and kingdom, — • 
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was so deeply impressed on my whole being, 
that during the many years of iny life, no event, 
no suffering, has been able to weaken it; on 
the contrary, it has become more invincible : 
if, at times, the immediate consciousness or 
view of it has been impeded by dark prospects, 
it has always returned afterwards, with double 
strength and clearness/' 

The early education of Henry was indeed 
singularly blessed; and that earnest desire of 
consecrating his whole being to the glory of 
God, was accepted in a remarkable manner. 
His life was marked by a series of painful trials, 
but Divine Providence watched over him, and, 
through many a£Bltctions, rendered him a valu- 
able instrument of good to his fellow creatures. 
He was employed in services of charity to great 
numbers, who blessed God for the benefits they 
received. As an author, his works were dis- 
seminated in distant countries ; and during the 
period when revolutionary principles and in- 
fidelity were spreading moral devastation around 
him, he remained firm in the sacred cause of 
the rejected Son of God, and by his powerful 
and animated writings, bore testimony to the 
religion of Jesus Christ. 

Let not the reader suppose that the powers 
of Henry were limited by being solely directed 
to the glory of God. . His desire for knowledge 
of every description, was, in his early years, 
remarkable, and by his industry and genius be 
excelled in every study he pursued. He ac- 
quired languages with astonishing facility. 
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Astronomy, mathematics, natural philosophy^ 
political economy, &c. particularly engaged his 
attention; he delighted in music, and viewed 
the beauties of creation v^ith a poet's eye. But 
he possessed his talents and acquirements as 
though he possessed them not : when called to 
move in a sphere of life far above that in which 
he was born. Christian humility always attended 
his steps ; and there are perhaps few who have 
so constantly and practically ascribed to God 
the glory. 

The latter years of his father's life were 
years of deep affliction 5 Henry took him into 
his house, and eiideavoured to soothe his suf*- 
ferings with all the tenderness of filial affection. 
The father was gradually reduced to such a 
state, as to know no one around him, at length 
not even his son: he appeared to have lost all 
recollection of his past life, excepting some of 
the scenes of his youth. After recounting* these 
circumstances, Dr. J. says — " But as soon as 
religion was the subject of conversation, his 
spirit as it were came again, and he spoke in 
a connected and powerful manner; when we 
ceased to speak, his mind still dwelt on a few 
texts of Scripture, relating to the forgiveness 
of sin, through the sufferings and death of 
Christ; these passages he would repeat times 
without number, with sti-ong emotion, and with 
the tears flowing down his clieeks. 

" From this example we may learn how im- 
portant it is that children should have their 
memories early stored with Scripture texts, and 
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select hymns. The first impressions on the 
memory of children are indelible. It is pos- 
nble that in youth these texts and verses may 
be of little sendee to them ; but if their pil* 
grimage through this wilderness should, like 
my father's, be prolonged to an advanced old 
age, when they shall rem^n solitary — ^bereaved 
of all the ideas connected with social life — then, 
when the whole period of their past existence is 
become a blank, these passages of Scripture 
are Bread of Heaven, strengthening them to 
pass the River of Death. And in general it 
will be found, that, in the cross and tribulation, 
in necessity and in death, passages of Scripture 
are an especial means of strength and con- 
solation/' 

The instances of both father and son are 
worthy of observation. We do not mean to 
say that the eminence of Henry J. was wholly 
to be attributed to the religious education he 
received ; but the principles he imbibed in his 
.childhood, the habits he then acquired, laid, 
under the divifle blessing, a firm foundation for 
that piety which shone conspicuously in after 
life, j^ll children will not be distinguished in 
this world like Henry J. : but all may be early 
made acquainted with the Scriptures, and 
tndned for the Redeemer's kingdom, where an 
inhumerable multitude shall shine as the stars 
for ever and ever !
